TRIBUTE FROM WILSON. 


When the news of the admiral’s death 
was received at the White House, Presir 
dent Wilson afthorized the folowing 
statement:

The royal couple pointedly and pub-.

and refrained from either acknowledg- 
ing his salutes or from addressing him. 
In fact, their behavior towards him at 
Vienna attracted much attention. 

This is worthy of note, since tn the 
event of the sudden death or Incapacity 
of the kaiser, the reigning house and 
government of Bavaria might take the 
lead among the non-Prussian states of 


the confederation knoWn as the German 
‘}empire in opposing the command of the 


military and naval forces of the empire 
being vested tn the crown prince. : 
According to the terms of the con- 
atitution of the empire, the crown prince 
is entitled to succeed his father as 
kaiser and as the supreme head of the 
army. But the present war has brought 
about new conditions, and, tn default 
of the reigning house of “Prussia, the 
king of Bavaria has the next right to 
the dignity of emperor and to the su- 
preme command of the German army. 
On the continent of Europe, and more 
especially in France, the people are 
accustomed to communicate the news of 
the death of members of their familly to 
relatives and friends by black bordered 
formal copperplate misstves, in which 
the names of the deceased. as well as

Under ordinary circumstances the sor-, 
rowing relatives follow the enumeration 
of their own names by the words “ ont 
la douleur de vous faire part (Wave the 
grief to communicate to you). In cases, 
however, where the person mourned has 
given hig life for his country in the 
present war, the survivors leave out 
the word “ douleur” (sorrow) and sub- 
stitute for it the word “ honor.”
